a base material made from a non^biodegradable, generally flexible and porous 
rubber material, the base material having a lower ground engaging surface and an 
upper surface; and 

an artificial mulch-like material having the general appearance of natural wood 
mulch, the artificial mulch-like material being made from shredded r ubber tires 
substant i ally tho same mat e ria l as said baso matorial and being bonded to the upper 
surface of the base material only along a lower portion of the artificial mulch-like 
material such that an upper portion of the ariiificial mulch-like material is exposed; said 
artificial mulch-like material substantially covering the upper surface of the base 
material; said mulch-like material being bonded to the upper surface of the base 
material by chemical or heat without the use of glue .

4. (Previously Presented) The process of Claim 20 wherein the step of 
adhering the mulch-like material to the base material comprises using an adhesive 
which is generally waterproof. 

5. (Currently Amended) The reliable mulch carpet of Claim 1 wherein 
the mulch-like material and the base material are made substantially from the same 
rubber or pla s tic m a teria l.

13. (Original) The reliable mulch carpet of Claim 1 wherein the mulch-like 
material Is adhered to the base material in a single layer that substantially covers the 
upper surface of the base material. 

14. (Original) The Tollable mulch carpet of claim 13 wherein the single 
layer of mulch-like material has a thickness of about 0.5 inch or less. 

15. (Currently Amended) A process of manufacturing a reliable mulch 
carpet compr i s i ng consisting of the steps of: 

providing a rubber base material that is generally flexible and substantially 
porous and having an upper surface; 

providing a mulch-like material from a weather resistant material made from that 
is one of either shredded mbber tires or p l astic and which is made of sub s tantia ll y th e 
sa m e mat e rial as th e b a s e m a t e ria l having the appearance of natural wood mulch : and 

bonding the mulch-like material to the upper surface of the base material only 
along a lower portion of the mulch-like material such that an upper portion of the mulch- 
like material is exposed; said mulch-like material being bonded to said base material in 
a single layer and without the use of glue . 

16. (Original) The process of Claim 15 further comprising the step of 
manufacturing the reliable mulch carpet in generally rectangular sections.

20. (Currently Amended) A process of manufacturing a rollable mulch 
carpet oomprleing consisting of the steps of: 

providing a rubber base material that is generally flexible, substantially porous 

and has an upper surface; 

applying a layer of adhesive over the base material upper surface; and 

placing a layer of mulch-like material over the adhesive to adhere the mulch-like 

material to the base material such that an upper portion of the mulch-like material is 

exposed; the mulch-like material being made from a woath e r r e sistant material that I s 

ono of o i thor shredded rubber tires or p l astic . 
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
